C HAS not needed investigations 

which have been carried out by 
the “Telegraph” over a period of 
several days to disclose that the 
trae problem in Hongkong hus 
become completely chaotic, 

During observations — since last 
Thursday, It has been found that on 
average of between 80 and 100 private 
vehicles Megally park in’ the’ streets 
of the city between the hours of 10 
a.m, and 5 p.m. 

Existing car parks are so filled to 
overflowing that a mad scramble 
ensues for empty spaces long before

* It Is quite evident that the problem 
of iMegal parking is already beyond 
remedy by the traffic authoritles, 
since it is manlfestly unfair to prose- 
cute motorists who have no alterna- 
tlve but to infringe the régulations. 

The number of private vehicles 
secking parking accommodation jn 
the city streets is far.in excess of 
the space avattlable, 

Twelve months hence, the problem, 
unless immediately faced, will lead 
to a complete dislocation of existing 
methods. 

The occupation of the centre of the 
city’s thoroughfares has necessitated, 
in the case of one roadway, the ban- 
ning of two-way vehicular trafic. In 
Pedder Street. it leads to a disloca-

For the present situation, Govern- 
ment has itself to blame, ‘ 

The policy of utilising the city’s 
streets as car parks has led to the 
chaotic conditions now ruling. - 

Now, with saturation a_ fact, 
Government must cither allocate - 
other streets and thus add to the 
existing confusion, or radically alter 
the entire system, : 

Motorists themselves. must admit 
that Hongkong is one of the very few 
citles in the world where free car 
parking In permitted in streets. 

The ebvious method is to abolish 
this system.. ; 

The ,alternatives ure to construct 
enclosed “skyscraper” car parks on 
allotments off the strects, utHising 
the modern method of elevators for 
transportation from floor. to floor, or 
to construct underground parks 
which will not interfere with mobility 


on the streets.

HE merchants of 
[ South’ Shields were 
talking in their com- 
mon-room;., discussing’ two 
topics, the chances of an 
upheaval in France in that 
year of grace 1789, and the 
devastating weather that 
kept them huddling round 
the fire, when a rending 
crash drew them to the 
window, even into the vale 
that raged outside. 


A ship was aground in Tyne- 
mouth. They saw her sink 
until only her masts were above 
water. They watched, helpless, 
as the frail spars bent with the 
woight of the crew clinging to 
them. 


It was death to any bont to 
put out, and the merchants, im- 
potent and horror-stricken, saw 
the crew drop, one by one, to 
drown in the swirling waters. 


WITHIN a few days the mer- 
chants offered the sum of 
Two Guineas for the design of 
some type of craft which could 
be used to save the lives of ship- 
wrecked sailors, 
Plan after plan poured in: 


‘none of which was considered 


practicable, although one Wil- 
liam Wouldhave, a house-painter 


‘and™ singing-teacher, submitted 


a model—in ‘tin—of what he 
called a “self-righting” ship.

“honest broker," this is due to tho 
recollections of “intervention over 20 
years ago of another President of the 
United States, who, in that case, de- 
sired to settle things on a basis of 
snternational ‘morality and justice.

Personal Promise 


The writer mentioned the conten- 
tion that the Fourteen Points con- 
stituted merely a personal promise 
by President Wilson, which the Allics 
subsequently declined to ratify.

THE WAVE of. ‘Polish 
terrorism. against Germans liv- 
ing in territories ceded to Po- 
land in 1919, especially in Upper 
Silesia, is ‘ still continuing, ac- 
‘cording to reports received here.
